Circumftances of different. Times and Places ; 
they could not be fo particularly treated of and 
inculeated; as the weightier Precepts of Chriftia- 
nity, which are always the fame; but muft be 
left chiefly to the Difcretion of Mankind, to be 
regulated according to their‘different Stations, and 
wherein they live... 

Our Saviour indeed cau- 
tioned ‘his Difciples. in general ‘Terms againft giv- 
ing Offenfe ; and very wifely given ‘one: Precept, 
to let their light fo fhine before men, that their 
fon of Morality He, deliyered; from»the-Mount, 
But St, has been more copious upon this 


in;delivering fome general ‘Pre- 


cepts of this kind, .but exemplifying them in his 
own, Conduct: who,) as had the Care. of 
planting Chriftianity in, the.. Heathen World in a 
great meafure committed, to, him, was, obliged to 
be extremely cineumfpect, in having bis converfa- 
tion boneft amoug the Gentiles, that by beholding 
bis good works, might. glorify God in the day of 
their vifitation, WHence,is it that we find him, 
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Self, to have always a conference void of offenfe, to- 
wards God, and towards men, THence'is it that 
he advifes the Philippians to think, among other 
Things of the greateft Moment, of thofe’ things 
alfo which are of good report; the Thefjalonians, 
to abftain from all appear ance of evil ; the Romans, 
to provide things bomeft in. the fight. of all men, 
and in the Words of the Text,-gives an Inftance 
of his own ftrié& Obfervance of this very, Precept : 
‘The opening which more fully, will, open a clear- 
er Infight into the Nature of thefe fort of Duties 
in general ; and fuggeft to our Meditations what 
is very: fuitable to the Qecafion. of our prefent 
Meeting, the promoting Chriftian Knowledge by 
a publick Charity ; not indeed exaétly the fame 
with that of St. Pau/ in the Inftance before us, 
to convert Heathens ; but to prevent, as much as 
poffible, thefe poor Children ftom becoming fo, 
that total Want of Inftmaétion would 

| 
Tue Apoftle at the Beginning of the Chapter 
exhorts the Corinthians, after the Example of the 
‘Churches of Macedonia, to contribute tothe neceffities 
‘of the poor faints at ferufalem: And.after fhewing 
the Reafonablenefs of the Duty, and commending 
the Forwardnefs they had exprefled formerly in 
. teenth. 
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teenth and following Verfes, That Tits and the 


brother whofe praife isin the gofpel (generally fup- 
to be St. Luke) were joined as Affiftants to 


him ‘in the Difpofal of this Charity. al- 
though it cannot be denied but St. Paul would 
have done an A@tion highly acceptable to God in 
procuring this Charity, had he left the 


_ ment and Diftribution of it to others ; and although 


there could not be the leaft Room to fufpeét; that. 
he would have embezzled or perverted any of it 
to his own private Ufe, if he had taken the Dif 
-pofal of it entirely into his own Hands: Yet, 
confidering thé Jealoufies he might be expofed to 
from ‘the Malice and Iil-will of his Enemies, in 


the latter Refpe& ; and the Danger of breeding 
‘Contention among the Brethren, in the former, 


‘if he had not interpofed at all; he is as careful 


tribution ‘of the Charity, as he was about the 
Charity He pitches upon one Perfon, of 

undoubted’Reputation, and has another chafen by 
‘the Churches to travel along: ‘with: hich; ‘Phat be 
might avoid this, that no man fhould blame bim in 


the abundasice which was. adminiftered by as 


we find at the nineteenth and twentieth Verfes; 
and thereby as he had provided what was Honef 
in the fight of the Lord, by promoting anAction 
of all others the moft to Him, in reliev- 
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Manner of conducting this Charity, did he pro- 
vide for boneft things alfo in the fight of men; by 
giving the fullefé Affurance that what was chari- 
Thole for whom it was intended. | 


Faom this View of the Apoftle’s s Meaning in 
the Context, we are naturally led, in the First 
Place, to enquire upon what Grounds and Rea~ 
fons, and in what Cafes, we ought apes 
And, 

SECONDLY, to fhew the great Ufefulnefs of 
flowing the Apotte’s Example, in the: Inftence 
here before us. 


Face; lato the Reston: in why 


we are obliged to have any Refpect to the Opi- 
nione of Men, in the outward Conduct of our 


Aétions: For, feeing that an Omnifcient God, 
the Searcher of Hearts, is the fupreme Judge of 
all our Aétions ; and that by his Judgment alone 
our final Sentence, to Happinefs or Mifery, is to 
be irreverfibly fixed: It may feem,. perhaps, a lit- 
tle needlefs to trouble ourfelves, or to be: over an— 
xious, about what Men may think or fay of,us; 
provided we have the Teftimony of a good Con- 
Account

fo long,as our Confciences ‘will 


ever we arecalled upon todo it.. Which 


is certainly fo far jaft.and right, that we have: not 
any real »Caufe.to:: fear what Men may think or 


us before God.~ . But the Fallacy of it-lies ‘here, 
that it will be impoffible for us to ftand clear at 
the Bar of his. Judgment, if we are not very cau- 
tious: in our Behaviour whikt we continue in the 
Sight of Men upon Earth. For it. is. always.to 
be: remembered; that it is our Duty not-only. to 
obferve the Laws of Chriftianity ourfelves, but to 
difcountenance Vice, and Folly, and Infidelity, 
as muchas it lies in our Power ; and-to encourage 
the Increafe of Piety and Virtue in all we converfe 
with: and confequently, as often as by fetting an 
ill Example, or omitting to fet a good one upon 
proper Occafions, we encourage others to go..on 
in their Wickednefs; fo far do we, pr 
Words, become partakers of other mens fins, and 

liable to fall under the fame Condemnation. And 
this is the true and real Foundation of every. Duty 


ofthis kind; Which, when we confider. how 
~ much Men live by Imitation, and how prevalent 


the Force: of Example is; will appear to; be more, 
and of much greater Confeqpnience, than is general- 
ly For if we look out « 
confider Mankind, and the Reafons why Pro- 
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andImmoraty preva much amongh 
them; why Happinefs, which is the Object of 
every one’s Purfuit, is the Lot of few; I am 
perfwaded, it is much oftener to be accounted 
for from the miftaken Examples ‘of other Men, 
than the miftaken Notions or Reflections of our 
own Minds. Some Men may indeed have ap- 
peared in every Age or Country, who have loft 
themfelves fo far in abftrufe Speculation, as to lofe 
fight of God and a Senfe of Religion at the fame 
time ; and endeavour to perfwade others, that 
the Duties of Religion and Morality are Creatures 
of the Politician’s framing, and no farther obliga- 
tory than the prefent Necefflities or occafional 
‘Conveniencies of Life make them fo. But this is 
fo repugnant to the general Senfe of Mankind, 
founded in Fact, that thefe wild Efforts of a de- 
luded or over-heated Fancy might eafily be for- 
given, where their Influence upon the Practice is 
not too vifible to be concealed. There is a Prin- 
ciple in every Man’s Breaft, which makes him fen- 
fible of a certain Difference between Good and 
Evil; and tells him of an infallible Diftinétion be- 
tween Virtue and Vice: And the Checks which 
his Confcience will never fail to give him upon 
any wicked Attempt, and the occafional Re- 
proaches upon every fericus Reflection, after any 
Guilt is contracted, are fufficient to deftroy the 
Force of all the Arguments the Mind can fuggeft 
B in 
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in her own Defenfe. But the Misfortune is, that 
by feeing other Men Wicked, with all the out- 
ward Marks of Profperity, we are drawn in to 
imitate them in the prefent Gratification of fome 
importunate Defire; to overrule the firft Admo- 
nitions of Confcience, till it is by degrees lull’d 


 afleep, and the Reafon fo far infatuated with the 


Pleafure of Sin, that we are defirous to excufe 
ourfelves at any rate, and think of every Argu- 
ment to palliate our Practice, rather than own 
ourfelves in the Wrong: Nay, fo very dangerous 
is the Force of evil Examples, that it is not only 
fufficient to deface that natural Shame, which is. 

in every one’s Breaft, of being feen to 
do what is amifs; but it will very often quite 


change the Objects of it, 


to own theméfelves as Virtuous and Good as they 
really are. It is an odd kind of Hypocrify in- 
deed, to diflemble our Virtue; and very 
it feems to be, that.any one fhould be athamed 
or want Courage to own the Influence that a Senfe 
ef Religion has occafionally upon his Mind: but 
yet, it is not an uncommon ‘Thing to meet with 
fome, among their vicious Companions, boafting 
of WickednefS they never committed ; and others, 
wantonly prefuming to blafpheme that God in 
publick; whofe Prefence in their Retirements'they 
tremble at the very Thoughts of. Nay; it was 
by that excellent Moralift, 
Plutarch, 
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Plutarch, That one of the greateft Caufes of the 


Corruption of Mens Manners was, that in their 
Youth they had not ufually Courage enough to 
withftand the Force of evil Examples, and to 
refift Intreaties. 

Nowa thefe Confiderations thew the Mif- 
chiefs arifing dam bed Lo. by-tak- 
ing a View of the Advantages arifing from a good 
one ; we fhall be more fully convinced of the 
Reafonablenefs of the Duty 
boneft in the fight of men. 

Ir was an obfervation of Piafo’s, that if Vir- 
tue could be prefented ina bodily Shape to hu- 
man Eyes; all Mankind would be wonderfully 
enamoufed of her. Could ftrength of Reafon, 
joined with great force of Eloquence in the De- 
fcription of Virtue, have rendered her quite ami- 
able in the Sight of Men, that extraordinary Phi- 
lofopher would certainly have done it. Bdét he 
was very fenfible that Reafon and Inftruction, un- 
affifted, and/by themfelves, are very dry and un- 
fruitful ; that Eloquence might for a Time pleafe 
the Imagination, and at the Hearing touch the 
Héart ; but could feldom make Impreffions ‘laft- 
ing enough to have a conftant Influence upon 
the Prattice. Hence it feems to be, that he 
wifhed to have Virtue prefented to our Sight, 
that having her always in view, we might the 
more effectually be prevailed on to imitate her 

B 2 _ Perfec- 
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Perfeétions. Now what he withed for, is in a 
great meafure fulfilled in the Example of every 
virtuous Man; and his Obfervation fo far verifi- 
ed, that even the moft Profligate cannot help 
having a fecret Love and Veneration for a Perfon 
thus endowed ; and in their Hearts and cooler 
Thoughts defire to be like him: And therefore, 
fince it is natural to us all to purfue what we de- 
fire, and imitate ‘thofe we love ; the fureft Way 
to become virtuous ourfelves, will be to choofe 
for our Companions thofe that are fo : and the 
moft effectual Way to reclaim Sinners from their 
Iniquity and Folly, is to begin at Home, by fet- 
ting a good Example. For by this Means we 
fhall not only fhew to the Life what Religion 
and Virtue are, but at the fame time, that they 
exceed not our Strength to practife: By this 
Means, fo far fhall we be from partaking of other 
Mens Sins, that we fhall be entitled to the Re- 
ward promifed in Scripture, for reclaitning  Sin- 
ners from the Evil of their Ways, and. faving 
Souls alive. Thefe Confiderations fhew the Rea- 
fonablenefs of the Duty. of providing for bone/t 
things in the fight of men ; and how extenfive 
the Influence of it has been always deemed. to be 
over the general Practice of Men; and by Con- 
fequence the great Wifdom of Chrift and his 
Apoftles, in giving Precepts of this fort a Place 
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in the perfeet Lefons of Morality shey taught 
Mankind. 


Burt Secondly; ‘There are fome particular 
fes, wherein we are obliged to be more than or- 
dinary careful to provide Things honeft in the 
Sight of Men; fuch are allthe Duties relating to 
the Profperity of that, Community whereof we 
are Members : Attending the publick Worthip 
of God; promoting of general Beneficence, 
and publick Charities; inftructing the Ignorant 
and Poor; encouraging. the Induftrious ; main- 
taining the common Peace ; fupporting the Exe- 
cution. of Juftice, and bringing notorious, Offen- 


ders to condign Punifhment.. All the focial Du- 


ties of this kind, are of that publick. ‘ise 
that a great Part of the Merit of them, 
great Part of the Ufe and Benefit of chem gales 


from their being feen, and deferving the Praife of — 


Men ; and therefore every one, in his proper 
Station, and according to his Ability, ought to 
be forward and exemplary in ee the Ob- 
fervance of them, 

Bur may it not be objected, that this Doc- 
trine gives too much Encouragement to Oftenta- 


tion.and Vainglory ?. Does it not tod much re- 


femble that Pharifaical. Righteoufhefs, which is 
every where feverely condemned and cenfured 
by.our bleffed. Saviour? Nay, does he not, at 


| Be Beginning of the fixth Chapter of St. Mat- 


thew's. 
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of them? Not to pray in the fynagogues and cor- 
ners of the fireets, if we expect to be rewarded 
by our Father which is in Heaven? Undoubt- 
edly He does; and that very confiftently too 
with what He had hitifelf before enjoined, and 
what St. Paul more fully and frequently infifts 
on. For to this it was very well diftin- 
guifhed, that the Duties of Prayer and Alms- 
giving are both of a publick and private Nature, 
of them, ought to be regulated ac- 
cording to thefe different At the 
folemn Times appointed for the ‘publick Wor- 
fhip and Service of God, it is our Duty conftant- 
ly to attend upon it; to form our Behaviour in 
regular and ferious Manner, which is every 
way becoming £6 folemn an Occafion. Here we 
are fo provide what is bomeft in the fight of men ; 
and Jet our light fhine before them. But befides 
this, it is certainly a very neceflary Duty to pray 
to God in private. Whaa this is the Cafe, re- 
tire into your Clofet, and fhut the Door, and 
make known your Wants to your Father who is 
in fecret ; and your Father, who feeth in fecret, 
Shall reward you openly, Again; In all Countries, 
at leaft among all civilized Societies of Men, 
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Relief of thofe, who from Age, Infirmity, or the 
unforefeen Accidents of Life, are reduced to In- 
digence and Mifery ; or for the Increafe of Reli- | 
gion and Learning, the promoting of Arts and : 
ver 
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Charitable and ‘Good, as they really are. Him- 
felf and his Apoftles, who went about doing good, 
have enforced with various Precepts this Practice, 


and exprefily recommended their own Examples 
to future Imitation. -But what our Lord fo fe- 


verely ‘reprimands, ‘is the making an oftentatious 
Shew of our good Deeds, fignified by founding 
@ trumpet before them when we do an alms, and 
to appear devout and charitable in the 
Sight of Men, when we are not really and fin- 
cerely fo : That we fhould not, with the Scribes 
and Pharifees, be like whited Sepulchres; have 
fair Outfides, and be at the fame Time within 
full of rottennefs and dead mens bones : with au- 
ftere Looks, and the ‘outward Pomp and Shew 
of Piety, Devotion and Charity, ‘have Hearts at 
the’fame ‘Time full of nothing: but pride, ‘extor- 
tion, and all‘manner of uncleannefi. This vile 
Hypocrify ‘is what our Saviour feverely cenfures; 
and ‘with very good Reafon affires thofe,: who 
only ‘affected. to be Righteous in the Sight of 


Men, that they would not be/intitled to any Re- 


ward from theit Father which is in Heaven, and, 
being the Searcher of Hearts, knows their fhame- 
ful want of Sincerity.. But furely there can be 
no Colour of Reafon from hence to conclude, 
that they who are fincere in their Religion, who 
are truly and. upon Principle charitable and good, 
thould be afraid of the fame Imputation of om 

pocrity, 
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poctify,: becaufe they appear fo in the, Sight of 


Men ; nay,’ both Religion and Reafon require it 
as a Duty in them to do fo :.Out of regard to 
God, the Searcher of Hearts, to be really as good 


as they appear to’ be: And:for the fake of Men, 


to appear always as good as they really are, 

From this general Enquiry into the Ground 
and Reafon of the Duty of providing Things ho- 
neft in the Sight of Men; pafs we on, Secondly, 
to the particular Inftance of St, Paud before us; 
and to apply it to the Occafion of our prefent 


Religion, as Light to 
thofe Powers

Lotd’s Sight? Very different indéed is our Cafe 
from that of the:primitive Times, in one Re- 
fpect. “Fhe Powers: of the World. are bn our 
Side ; the Doétrines of Chriftianity are by Law 
éftablifhed: arnongft us; and a Provifion made for 
mcouraging all to practife, as well'as be inftruct- 
éd, in them; and no danger of incurring Poverty 
or Contempt front the open Profeffion ‘of. our 
‘holy. Faith ‘So that the Reafon for having all. 
Things common being ceafed, the Prattice of it 
would 
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would be abfurd, and break in upon all the com- 
mon 'Meafures of civil Government. But ftill 
théfe ‘is Room enough left for the Exercife of 
‘our Charity this Way: Many remote Countries 
of the Earth have never heard the glad ‘Tidings 
of the Gofpel ; many more have had the Memo- 
rials: of it totally effaced, by the Incurfions of 
their barbarous Neighbours: And many dark 
Corners even of our own Iflands, from the In- 
clemencies of the Climate, and Barrennefs of the 
Country, are left deftitute of the Means of pre- 
ferving that’ Senfe of Chriftianity amongft the 
Inhabitants, which is neceffary to ‘diftinguifh 
them from mere Heathens, ‘The ‘Field is. {till 
open and fpacious enough, for the Reception of 
all the good Seed we can procure to be fowed in 
it: And there isno Danger of | 
ployment,’ for every generous Benefaction the 


Society is enriched with, to:give it the neceflary

the Conduct of this Charity; to thew how con-~ 
formably they have acted to St. Paul’s Example,, 
to avoid any Blame in the Abundance that has 
been adiminiftered by them: F mention it by way 
of Exhortation and Encouragment’to them, to 

in this Labour of Love, wherein they: 
lave been fo long and fo: fuccefsfully’ exercifed ; 
that every Shadow of an Excufe may beremoved 
thofe, who want an Excufe 
to cover theirown Avariceand Illiberality.. And 
very prevalent, furely, muft the Narrownefs of 
their Spirits’ be, who can come in the Way of 
fo ufeful a Charity, fee the Objects of it daily 


before them, and confider the Multiplicity of 
Ways they may profit the Publick by it, as well. .
